_» $UCH JOINT ACTION AND UNITY IS THE KEY TO THE 
SUCCESSSFUL CONCLUSION OF THE STRIKE, and anyone 
who. ‘disrupts that unity, consciously or unconsciously, is playing 
into the hands of the shipowners. And if, in addition to the at- 
‘tacks on Bridges that are made by Ryan, Scharrenberg, Green, T. 
G. Plant, and other red-baiters, similar attacks will be repeated 
coming from individuals within the unions’ ranks, then open and 
public eriticism of those who oppose a correct policy is the surest 
way to rally the rank and file around the strike leadership and 
‘dash the hopes of the shipowners for a rift in the strikers’ ranks. 

Beware, therefore, of anyone who would make it appear that 
there is a feud between the longshormen.and the sailors or their

one against the other, would be overwhelmingly repudiated by 
the rank and file. 
> Another threat to the strike is the Copeland “Dog-Collar” 
Act, which became effective last Saturday, in spite of all assur- 
ance to the contrary by Secretary of Labor Perkins. The issuance 
by Jan. 20th of the Continuous Discharge _ Book, which the seamen 

' are, overwhelmingly opposed to accepting, requires the organiza- 
tion of a campaign of mass pressure to force the postponement of 
issuing this “Fink Book,” and a fight for the amendment of the 
Copeland -Bill to eliminate the anti-labor clauses whieh are a 
threat to the seamen’s unions. 

Maritime strikers must not be lulled to sleep ty the propa- 
ganda that the strike is over; that is done for a purpose, to dis- 
organize, demobilize, and eventually to demoralize the’ strikers’ 
ranks. There is still need for vigilance : against new shipowners’ 
tricks aimed against the effectiveness of the strike,

All observers agree that this 
race to increase navies willstart 
on January lst, and will bring

close to another world war. 

Sir Samuel Hoare, 
of the British admiralty, has an- 
nounced he stands ready to put 
every available factory to work 
on munitions. At present, British 
industries are pressing to the li- 
mit on warships, planes, tanks 
and other war materials. 

The British nayy plans to re- 
tain every ship, regardless of 
age, if it is of the slightest ser- 
vice, an indirect violation of the 
Anglo-American naval under- 
standing signed /last spring 
London. ‘Britain also plans ‘to 
build two huge warships in 1937. 

Germany is building a navy 
as fast as Hitler can push it, at 
the expense of the German peo- 
ple, and is also experimenting 
in “mystery guns” said to shoot 
much faster, farther and with 
more force than existing guns of 
considerably bigger caliber.

as 25 percent for cash, or 33 1-3 
percent in 30 days!.

I made the rounds last week. 
I also went to the free State 
agency, but the remarkable point 
is that- you obtain the results at 
the former — however, threugh 
the nose. I went to the State 
agency .on. @ Wednesday but 
couldn’t be interviewed, even in 
their office, ‘until the next Mon- 
day. That would certainly be 
encouraging to the man who 
needs to eat today! 

Fee More Than $30! 

I then went back to that pri- 
vate agency which seemed the 
most promising and was forced 
to pay the one-third fee for get- 
ting a job that paid $75 per 
month and board, the board be- 
ing figured at $30. 

And that was the only job 1 
found in 10 agencies in a period 
of tive days which didn’t require 
training. I actually saw four 
men turned down for a dish- 
washing job because they could 
serve no references, and finally 
I saw a man whe had three 
years’ experience as a fry cook 
with references, get it. 

The fellow I was with had no 
experience in. skilled work. He 
started looking for a job three 
weeks ago,and up to yesterday 
he still didn’t have the refer- 
ences necessary. to obtain the 
“position” of a turkey picker. 
His only hope now seems to be 
WPA, but there is -doubt that 
he will get anything there, for 
he has been in this city only 
three months and the require- 
ments. seems to be six months.

Grillo said that the present 
drive to orgarize the rubber 
workers in. California could be 


‘expected to bring 100 per cent 


unionization within a year. 
Whatever differences of opin- 
ion the workers have towards 
the suspension of the unions 
comprising the Committee for 
Industrial Organization, the Rub- 
ber Workers’ Union could be de- 
pended upon to aid them in 
time of struggles with all the 
moral and financial help at their.

Big Owners Hog 


Best Farm Land 


WASHINGTON—Four per cent of the farms of the Unit- 
ed States covered’ more than 40 per cent of the best farm 
land, last year, whereas 40 per cent of the farms) had only. 
6 per cent of the land, Farm Research, Inc., made known 


here today. 


Concentration of farm 
into the hands of a; few has 
been going on quietly since 1900, 
the first year for which figures 
are available. It does not mean 
a lessening of the number of 
farms. Last year there were 
actually a million more farms 
than in 1900. 

Concentrated Ownership 

But this was a multiplication 
of tiny, subsistence farms, and 
there were only 60,000 more 
farms with from 50 to 174 acres. 


With the number of farms. in- 


and 1935, 70 per cent of the new 
farms -had between three and 
nine acres. 

The concentration in owner- 
increase in ten- 
antry was startling, Farm Re- 

search found. Thus last year 
44 per cent, almost half, of the 
farm land in the country, was 
rented from landlords by those 
who plowed and worked on it. 


Picket Shipyards- 


Law or No Law. 


LOS ANGELES.—Despite the 
anti-picketing ordinance in Long 
Beach, militant striking work- 
ers will picket the scabby Craig 
Shipyards. 

The Craig Shipyards has ab- 
solutely refused union recogni- 
tion and has been operating 
with the protection of the anti- 
labor Long Beach police force, 
on scab labor. 


According .to dispatches re- 


received from Mexico City, or-' 


ders from the War and Marine 
Departments have been issued 
to cease all work on Mexican 
gunboats in non-union yards.-- 

The labor-hating Long Beach 
Chief of Police O. M. Murphy 
declared that the ‘anti-picketing 
ordinance “will be enforced to 
its. fullest extent.” 

To support his claim, a special 
detachment of police officers 
have..been placed around ' the 
Craig property, with orders to 


arrest all workers who vidlate.

Guild mH Gains 
In Los Angeles 


LOS ANGELES.—lIn .a state- 
ment by Roger C. Johnson, pres- 
ident of the Los Angeles chapter 
of the American Newspaper, 
Guild, in relation to “announce- 
ments of wage increases grant- 
ed by several of the city daily 


papers, he said: 


“Blanket pay increases on four 
of Los Angeles’ five metropoli- 
tan dailies were hgiled this week 
as a major victory for the Los 
Angeles Newspaper Guild, which 
already has neagly 100 members 
in its four months’ existence. 

“Voluntary announcement of 
minimum wages, ranging from 
$60 a month for copy beys to 
$180 a month for editorial work- 


_ers; was first posted on the bul- 
letin boards of the two Hearst 
‘newspapers, the Examiner and 


the Herald-Express. Manchester 
Boddy’s Ilustre-ed Daily News 
and Evening News followed with 
similar pay increases, leaving the 
Los Angeles Times, owned by 


Harry Chandler, as the only hold-' 


out. 

“The publishers’ terms provide 
for a 40-hour week for all edi- 
torial 
time to be made up by time off 
within three months. 

“Editorial workers, however, 
see a joker in the clause where 
by the higher wage boosts ap- 
ply. only to reporters, re-write 
and copy desk men with ‘five 
years’ experience on Los | An- 
geles metropolitan dailies,’ They 
point out this clause will elim- 
inate from the top salary brack- 
ets many ace newspapermen, 
with wide experience on papers 
aytside the Los Angeles area, 
who cannot qualify for local ex- 
perience, 

“These voluntary wage in- 
creases by®no means represent 
the ultimate salaries which news- 
paper men and women should be 
paid. Had it not been for the 
pioneering work of Guild mem- 
bers in Los Angeles and other 

arts of the country, even these 
small gains would not have been; 
achieved. The new wage scales 
voluntarily granted, by no means 
call a halt to our general policy 
of. collective bargaining, without 
which fhe publishers’ statement 
of policy ‘was posted. ”

Force Demotion of 


Anti-Labor Chief 


LOS ANGELES.—Determined 
to pursue their reactionary, labor 
hating tactics in opposition to 
the will of the people, the Ingle- 
wood Chamber of Commerce, 
Lions and Rotary Clubs are de- 
manding the reinstatement of 
reactionary Inglewood Chief of 
Police Herbert Bennett who was 
demoted on December 17, to 
1 ee aaa by the City Coun- 
cil. 

Militant Protests 

Because of his recent action 
in the Kroehler Furniture Co 
strike, when striking furniture 
workers were ruthlessly beaten 

up and dispersed by the police 
force under Bennet’s direction, 
militant protests poured into the 
Council forcing two of its mem- 
bers, Ralph D. Martin and Ever- 
ett L. Simmons, to oppose an. 
anti-picketing ordinance demand- 
ed by former Chief Bennet andj 
to demand Bennet’s demotion.. 

Long known as a labor-hating 
reactionary, Bennet, in coopera- 
tion with the many so-called 
“service clubs” such as the Ro- 
tary and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, has been instrumental in 
unfairly prolonging the furniture 
workers strike for nearly ten 
weeks. Through his efforts, . it 
has been possible to run the 
Kroehler plant on scab labor. 


Plans Ordinance 
For Labor Rights 


LOS ANGELES. — Following 
the introduction of a resolution 
in the City Council here Dec. 
18, which. would put this body 
on record, for a 5-day, 6-hour 
week, Parley Parker Christen- 
sen, councilman, appealed _ to thé 
Central Labor Council for sup- 
port at the special public , hear-. 
ing of the City Council 6n De 
cember 21. 

Christensen said he planned 
to propose an ordinance for col- 
lective bargaining. He said this 
could be achieved if organized 
labor got back of the move. — 

In pointing out the importance 
of politica] action by organized 
labor, Christensen said, “I’ve 
been sitting in the rottenest 
spot in town: for nearly. two 
years. You ought to do like the 
workers did in Akron—kick ’em 
all out. Of course, some.of the 
councilmen are alright, but I 
thing it’s. mostly because they 
have to.”

Picket, Describing —

LOS ANGELES—Two mem- _ if 


bers of the Upholsterers’ -Union, 
Local 15, who participated. in a 
mass picket line. Saturday, De- / 
cember 19, at the Kroehler Man- 

ufacturing Company strike in 
Inglewood, were. arrested /as 
they were leaving the picketAine 
to return to their homes. / . 


They were taken to the 2O- 
lice station and char with 


assault and battery upon a scab. . — 


They were released on. $ 
bail each; that is, Joe's on Gach 


charge. 
Nine Arrested 

At. about 8:30 a.m; ‘one’ of 
the scabs came out of ‘the fac- 
tory and got into a police car 
and drove around thé ¢orner, 
pointing his finger at certain 
pickets and requestnig their ar- 
rest. 

The police, however, refused 
to do so unless a ‘warrant was 
issued. . ts 

The same scab, in company 
with the shop manager, obtain- - 
ed a warrant in jig-time,- with 
the result that the two innocent 
workers were thrown into. jail. 

This makes nine workers .ar- 
rested since the strike started - 
about three months ago. By. 
this practice the Kroehler offi- 
cials hope to break down the 
morale of the.strikers, ‘who are . 
still a hundred per cent solid 
and on the. picket line every 
day. 

Not Discouraged | 

Seeing that neither an injune- 
tion nor the threat of an anti- 
picketing ardinance, which is 
tabled at the Inglewood Coun- 
eil, did not frighten the pickets, 
they resort as a’ last ee 
to such dirty tactics as! = 
up workers .off the. picket i. 
arresting them and charging 
them with all kinds-of crimes. — 

But these things cannot ‘and’ 
will not discourage . the strik- 
ers. To the contrary, thé work-. ’ 
ers are more determined now 
since these intimidating oceur- 
rences: than ever before. to~win 
this strike, even if they have 
to be out a year-to do ore
